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Remarks/Arguments 

Claims 1-64 are pending in the application, and have been allowed. Applicants 
appreciate the Examiner's indication of allowability. 

Claims 1 1-13, 23, 24, 32, 33, 41, 42, 51, 52, and 61-64 stand objected to as allegedly 
being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Claims 10-13, 23, 24, 32, 33, 41, 42, 51, 52, and 61-64 have been cancelled without 
prejudice in this paper. 

The objection to claims 1 1-13, 23, 24, 32, 33, 41, 42, 51, 52, and 61-64 is traversed. The 
Examiner asserts that claims 1 1-13, 23, 24, 32, 33, 41, 42, 51, 52, and 61-64 fail to further limit 
the parent claims because they are intended use of the apparatus in terms of the line speed of the 
material. To the contrary, these claims do further limit the scope of the prior claim. In the 
parent claim, the gap is defined in terms of a ratio wherein the denominator of the ratio is the line 
speed. The objected claims further limit the line speed and the ratio, and are thus in proper 
dependent form. Nevertheless, solely in order to advance prosecution after the protracted 
examination of this application, claims 10-13, 23, 24, 32, 33, 41, 42, 51, 52, and 61-64 have been 
cancelled without prejudice.
